In  the  loftiest  tower  In  the  city  of 
Vienna  there  is  a  novel  instrument, 
known  as  tbe  topoeoopn,  constantly  at¬ 
tended  day  and  night,  for  the  purpose  of 
locating  fires.  It  oonsists  af  a  good  tele- 
•oope,  which  is  solidly  attached  to  on 
arrangement  of  levers,  while  graduated 
section*  of  a  circle  are  arranged  borixon- 
tally  and  vertically  in  such  a  way  that 
the  moving  af  the  teleooopn  sideways  ar 
up  or  down  results  In  a  change  uf  posi¬ 
tion  of  the  hands  attached  to  the  levers 
in  reference  to  die  graduated  scales. 
Thai,  the  stabili^  of  the  apparatus  be¬ 
ing  assured  by  the  firmness  of  the  fat¬ 
tening,  whenever  the  telescope  is  focus¬ 
ed  upon  the  same  object  the  hands  will 
point  to  the  some  figures  on  the  hori- 
santal  and  on  the  vertical  sextant,  and 
since  an  index  of  the  whole  city  has 
been  made  it  is  but  *  matter  at  a  few 
seconds,  when  a  glare  is  discovered  at 
night,  to  direct  upon  the  spot  the  feopo- 
scope  on  the  side,  to  jeod  off  the  num¬ 
bers,  to  look!  up  the  object  and  to  tele 
graph  to  the  central  station  the  detail* 
observed.  Local  ooBdltkms  are.  tt 
oonrae,  necessary  for  the  successful  oper 
ation  of  such  an  apparatus,  but  in  this 
cose  they  are  said  to  ha  almost  perfect
